If you’re worried your hair might break 
up with you as you wield flatirons, teasing combs 
and hot rollers in search of the perfect style, rest 
assured there are ways to do damage control. Before 
you use any heat-styling tools, prep your hair with a 
Icavc-in thermal protectant.

What's the difference between free-range 
and organic meat and eggs? 

—Sally, 19, Hartford, CT 

Since we’re talking about eating healthfully, let’s cut the 
baloney. In comparison to organic, “free-range is kind of 



bogus,” says nutritionist Joy Bauer. When meat is billed as 
free-range, it means that the animals merely had “access” to 
the outdoors. The United States Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) doesn’t regulate the size or environmental quality of 
the outdoor area, or even how often — if at all — the animals 
make use of it. While it might assuage your meat-eating 
guilt to picture happy little chicks, ducks, calves and sheep 
in a lush, green field, frolicking in liberated delight, it’s more 
likely the case that they spent their entire lives crammed in 
a stall. Point is, free-range is a virtually meaningless label 
used to justify a higher price. “Standards for food to be cer- 
tified organic are much more stringent,” says Joy. The 
USDA demands that meat labeled “certified organic” must ^

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KNITTERS AND FEMINISTS 

Playing with needles isn't just for old ladies anymore. By Molly Hurford 




( walked into Bluestockings, o 
leftist bookstore in NYC. I wasn't 
joining an anarchist gathering 
or even a vaguely political 
group — this was a knitting circle. 

Girts of all backgrounds drifted 
in, some to chat and crochet, oth- 
ers to stitch and bitch. We dis- 
cussed the merits of crafts; then 
talk turned to New Zealand and 
subversive art. We touched on 
radical feminism, the media, and 
how feminism and knitting relate. 
This circle was proof: Yarn arts 
have shed their old-lady rep. 

"Today's young knitters are tap- 
ping into a powerful source of 
connection and communication 
for women," says Melissa Fowler, 
founder of the knitting circle at 
Bluestockings. Personally, I love 
knitting circles because we oil 
learn from each other, about knitting and life in general. 

^ 1 started crocheting when I was eight years old. It was a 

X strange hobby for a notorious tomboy, but I liked making use- 
V, ful things for people out of plain balls of yarn. 

I asked some of the girls at Bluestockings how they got into 
’ knitting. Vered, 18, a student at the New School for Social 
1 Research in NYC, said her mom instructed her. Alia, 23, 

, learned from her sister. Most of the girls were taught by 
( moms, older sisters or grandmothers, and they expect to 
,> teach their children as well. 

/ Practical things came up, too; we dished about yarn 
stores, airline regulations (bamboo needles only!) and how 
f knitting is great because it's portable — you can whip out nee- 
^ dies on the train, while watching TV or waiting for a friend, 
i'.' But this newly hip, ultratraditional hobby is much more fun 

in a social setting. Inspired by the Bluestockings circle, I held 
a crafty gathering in my dorm at Rutgers University in New 
Brunswick, Ml, for old-school knitters and yarn virgins alike. 

One member of the circle was Shawna, 22, who used to 
play, with a "tattered as hell" knit blanket her grandmother 



made. "It had personality," she says. She started knitting 
scarves, and is working up to her own unique blanket. 

Cathy, 1 8, grew up watching her mom knit some beauti- 
ful pieces. "I continue because it's really relaxing," she said. 
"It helps me forget about my worries." 

And 20-year-old Andrew — yes, he's a guy — started cro- 
cheting in high school to meet women. "You know, 'I'm sen- 
sitive, I can cry,' all that," he says. 

In dorm rooms or shop-sponsored circles, gender and 
social barriers come down when needles get picked up. Lily, 
23, says it best: "Knitting circles provide a forum for women 
to communicate about their lives." During those few hours, 
we are all (even Andrew) knitters, friends and feminists. □

SLEEPING DO’S AND DON’TS 

AN INSOMNIAC'S GUIDE TO GEHING 8-10 HOURS OF BLISSFUL 
SLUMBER. BY JOANNA DOUGLAS 







I f you're like us, you stay up late doing work, 

IMing friends and watching TV, and when you do 
get to bed, you toss and turn. It sucks, but this is not the 
time to pop a pill. More than 1 80,000 teens and children 
took sleep medication in 2004, and the use of sleeping 
pills among children and adolescents Is up 85 percent 
from 2000-2004. Hold on — that's crazy. We talked to Dr. 
James Maas, author of Power Sleep, who highlights these 
safer shut-eye tips in his book. Here are your Cliffs Notes. 
DO keep a steady sleep-wake cycle. "If you sleep in on 
Sunday, you'll be up late, your alarm clock will jerk you 
awake and you'll crawl to school," says Dr. Maas. 

DO wear loose, soft clothing to bed. Dr. Maas says 
being overdressed and hot can induce nightmares. 

Even worse — you could wake up sweating, ewww! 

DO pick up the pile of outfit rejects from your floor. 
Cleanliness will bring you one step closer to slumber. 

DO take a warm bath before bed. Warm water sends 
blood away from the brain, which sounds scary, but is 
totally fine, plus it makes you drowsy. 

DO exercise during the day. Duh, it tires you out. 



DO create a bedtime ritual, but keep it simple. For read- 
ing, try a "ten-page-only" rule. 

DO try aromatherapy. Origins' "Sleep Perchance to 
Dream" pillow mist smells like orange, cinnamon and 
vanilla, and induces zzz's (well, it did for me|. At the 
very least, you'll awaken with fragrant (not too prissy- 
smelling) hair. 

DO eliminate light — even the glow of your alarm clock 
(turn that evil thing around). 

DO count something. It sounds silly, but Dr. Maas sug- 
gests visualizing someone slowly writing numbers — from 
100 down to 1 — on a giant chalkboard 
to distract both sides of the brain. 

Instead of obsessing over your crush, 
you'll barely muster up a "92" before 
you're out. Trust us. 

DON'T watch scary TV before bed. 

Nix Supernatural and Kill Bill — Nick at 
Nite reruns cause 
less anxiety. 

DON'T nap if you have trouble 
falling asleep. You'll be less tired 
at bedtime. 

DON'T work in your bedroom. 

Dr. Maas says to reserve it for 
pleasurable activities only 
(sleeping, a 

friend or making out). 

P'9 out at night on fatty 
foods, and avoid caffeine 
chocolate) after 6:00 p.m. 
smoke. Besides being 
smelly and bad for you, nicotine 
stimulates brain-wave activity and increases 
leart rates, which keeps you up. (Yet 
another reason why it's gross.) 

DON'T try too hard. If you're wide 
awake, turn on a lamp and do some- 
thing productive yet tedious. Study 
the periodic table or your Spanish 
vocab — yawn.

Night School No More

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NO BULLIES ALLOWED 

If the teasing got bad enough, would you switch schools? These teenagers transferred 
to the country's first school for bullied students — and they finally feel safe. By Linda Barth 



I t’s a gray morning, and a frigid wind blows rain around 
the streets of downtown Milwaukee. On the second floor 
of an old stone building that was once a brewery, teenagers 
cluster in a windowless common area with a few sofas. A tall 
guy wearing a blue bandanna, black eye makeup and five 
screws through his ear talks to a girl with cropped hair and a 
rainbow barbell in her eyebrow. A preppy girl in a tweed 
jacket stops to chat. At most high schools, these students 
wouldn’t mix, but as the bell rings, they all hug before class. 
Clearly, being different here is not a problem. 

The Alliance School, which opened in August, is the first 
public school in the U.S. specifically for bullied kids. “A lot 
of our students won’t admit they’ve been bullied,” says the 
school’s founder and lead teacher (a.k.a. principal), Tina 
Owen. “They call it teasing, but they don’t want to go to 
school." Here, though, Tina says attendance rates among the 
104 students are high. The school is half girls, half boys and 
racially diverse — African American, Caucasian, Latino, 
Asian, Native American — a total melting pot. 

A 2005 survey showed that two-thirds of teens reported 
being verbally or physically harassed or assaulted in the past 
year. Those teens say the most common reason for the bully- 
ing is physical appearance or body size. Contributing to the 
problem are overcrowding, uninvolved teachers and new 
technology — which lets students taunt each other on a large 



scale with e-mail blasts. “It is worse now than it’s ever 
been,” says Dr. Rona Novick, Chief of Child Psychology at 
Long Island Jewish Medical Center and an expert on bully- 
ing prevention. “Some states have laws against bullying, but 
schools don’t understand how to fight it. They need to have 
teachers set an example by treating students and each other 
with respect.” 

That’s a main goal at Alliance, which takes up part of the 
floor in the former brewery and feels like a mini-school — 
there are lockers but no cafeteria, and just five classrooms. 
The students all live in the Milwaukee area, and Alliance is 
in session year-round {nine weeks of classes, then three weeks 
off), so there’s a near-constant support system. 

During first block, a goth girl named Cassie Ditmar comes 
into the office. “Kids always made fun of me, saying 1 was 
ugly,” she tells me, pushing her long brownish-blond hair 
behind her ear and avoiding eye contact. Cassie, who is 17 
and a sophomore, has Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD), which also made her feel like an outsider. 
Dr. Novick says that Cassie’s sensitivity makes her a bigger 
target. “Bullies want a response, and sensitive kids are more 
likely to show that they’re upset.” 

Dr. Novick says that bullying often starts early, around 4th 
grade, which was true for Cassie. The taunting began in 
middle school, long before she started wearing black nail pol-

ish, lipstick and eyeliner like she has on today. She skipped 
school to avoid the teasing. “I couldn’t focus in class,” says 
Cassie; she has been held back twice. 

“It was hard,” says Cassie’s mom, Roxanne. “She had no 
friends, and the school wouldn’t help.” Sad to say, that’s not 
uncommon. Dr. Novick explains that after a complaint, a 
bully may just get punishment rather than counseling, which 
isn’t effective. “Bullies respond to peer approval,” she says. “If 
they think what they’re doing is cool, they’ll get detention 
every day rather than stop.” 

In fall 2004, Cassie tried a private school because it had 
small classes and the teachers wouldn’t tolerate bullying. But in 
August, just before Cassie started at her new school, her dad 
Chris died in his sleep from a heart problem. Cassie was 
depressed, and she wasn’t making friends. So last spring, 
Roxanne, who was struggling to pay for 
private school on her own, heard about 
Alliance from a counselor. “It sounded like 
something that might work,” says Cassie, 
and her mom liked the idea of onc-on-onc 
attention. “I have friends now, and a 
boyfriend, Brent. I don’t feel alone.” 

For Roxanne, the change has been 
amazing. “I’m proud of her for not being 
afraid to express herself,” she says, getting 
choked up. “Now she has people who 
understand and accept her.” 

After Cassie heads to class, I hang out with Tina, who 
explains she founded Alliance in 2005 after kids from other 
schools were blocked from attending meetings of the 
Gay/Straight Alliance she’d started at a Milwaukee high 
school where she was teaching English. Administrators cited 
insurance reasons, but Tina was outraged, and decided to cre- 
ate a school that focused on students — Alliance. 

Julvania Correa, 17, a pretty Latina girl in tweed, came to 
Alliance partly because she liked the idea of small classes. She 
has a gorgeous smile and seems totally confident, but she says 
she got badly teased as a freshman because she was into girls 
(she now has a boyfriend). The bullying made it hard to con- 
centrate in class, and her grades slipped. 

At Alliance, students are free to actually study, rather than 
try to avoid harassment. That’s positive, but the bullies get to 
stay at their old schools, and instead of administrators getting 
in trouble for not protecting the victims, they simply send 



them to another school. Is that really fair? 

“The bottom line,” says Ashley Werner, 18, “is that we 
need a safe place to learn.” Her point is that as schools debate 
how to handle the problem, bullied students pay the price. 

Ashley heard about Alliance through Tina, whom she met 
at the local LGBT center. She’s got an angular face and broad 
shoulders, and she tells me she has gender identity issues that 
made life hard in the small town of Clintonville, Wisconsin, 
two and a half hours north of Milwaukee, where she lived 
with her dad until she was 16. At 13, she came out. Her 
mom, who lives in Milwaukee, was worried, but she read up 
on homosexuality to support her daughter. 

Kids, however, immediately started harassing Ashley. 
“They’d yell ‘Dyke’ and ‘Freak,’ and it hurt.” That’s not sur- 
prising, says Dr. Novick, who explains that gay and lesbian 
kids, especially those who come out at 
school, are often targets of bullying. In 
fact, 69 percent of gay kids say they’ve 
been harassed at school, and 42 percent 
say they don’t feel safe there. After Ashley 
was attacked in a nearby park after school 
by a female classmate who slapped and 
kicked her, she says her self-esteem van- 
ished. She came to live with her mom 
when she was 16, but her new high 
school wasn’t any better. Her geometry 
teacher told her that homosexuality was 
wrong and that she should try to save herself from hell; 
school security guards accused her of being sick and evil. 
That’s why she’s at Alliance. “It’s crap that we have to leave 
our schools and come here,” she says. “But I’m glad I have a 
place to go where I can learn something.” And Ashley is def- 
initely learning here. “I’ve got a 4.0 GPA now,” she says, 
smiling for the first time since we’ve been talking. “My mom 
cried when I got my grades.” 

What amazes me most about Alliance is how passionate 
the students are about it. The only after-school activity is a 
comedy improv team, and yet after the last bell rings, most 
kids linger before heading home. But is a school like this 
really the answer to bullying? “Students who’ve suffered 
deserve to be in a safe place,” says Dr. Novick. “But I can 
only hope that a program like this won’t release other schools 
from their responsibility to fix the larger problem. If we keep 
sending these kids away, then we all lose.” □

CCt eskilz is not to be messed with,” 
I says Crazy Legs, the godfather of 
J breaking. Breaking is a hip-hop- 
influcnced, athletic dance style that 
began in the Bronx. In the 1980s, when 
breaking entered the mainstream, it was 
dubbed brenkdancing. (No one who 
actually breaks uses that term.) Jcskilz, 
23 — who won’t reveal her given 
name — has been breaking for four 
years, and she’s at the 
top of her game. “She 
sets a standard,” says 
Crazy Legs. “She has the 
a^ressive attitude to go 
up against anyone and 
the talent to back it up. 
She’s just a raw dog.” 
Since 2004, Jeskilz 
has represented the Rock 
Steady Crew — a leg- 
endarybreaking group — 
in dozens of cyphers (the 
circle a crowd forms at a 
battle). She is the face of 
Crazy Legs’ nationwide B-girl Fight 
Club event and was recently featured in 
the book We B-girlz. 

The resurgence of battles — which 
include formal competitions as well as 



freestyle challenges — has breakers bust- 
ing moves in Europe, South Africa, 
New Zealand, Brazil and the place it all 
started: New York City. 

Growing up in Paris, Jeskilz saw peo- 
ple breaking, but she didn’t try it herself 
until she moved to NYC. At 18, upon 
graduating from high school, she 
packed her bags and got on a plane, 
looking for adventure. She came across

a breaking practice session at a commu- 
nity center called the Point in the 
Bronx — she was hooked instantly. “I 
couldn’t believe what I was seeing!” she 
says. “From then on, breaking was the 
only thing on my mind.” 

Jeskilz connected with Mach3, one 
of the guys at the Point, who started 
teaching her moves. She spent months 



practicing windmills (rotating from 
back to front with legs in the air). But 
moves were secondary to Jeskilz, who 
felt strongly about the music — her 
main inspiration: “If I hear James 
Brown, KRS-One or a fresh break beat, 
it’s on! I’ll go crazy in the cypher.” 
Soon, other dancers started recogniz- 
ing her talent and determination. In 
2003, a b-boy (a dude who breaks) 
named Flea Rock invited Jeskilz to per- 
form with him and the Rock Steady 
Crew in New Yorks Puerto Rican Day 
Parade. She thought it was just a one- 
time thing, but then-crew member 
Alien Ness took Jeskilz under his wing. 

They practiced every day, and Crazy 
Legs (watch him in the classic ’80s film 
Style Wars), the president of Rock 
Steady Crew, noticed her potential. He 
asked Jeskilz to join his crew. 

Is there anything the girl can’t do? 
“Head spins,” she says, “but that’s okay. 
It’s about the style, it’s not just moves.” 
“When I’m old 1 want people to be 
like, ‘Oh, yeah, 1 remember this girl, 
she was raw,”’ laughs Jeskilz. “I still 
have so much to learn. What keeps me 
going with so much passion is the fcel- 
ing I get every time I hear the beat.” □
